identity of the form and a map of the locations being fitefed -recorded i n the computer 
system;

pen in an operative position relative to the form and the pen generating indicating data using 
the coded data, said indicating data comprising data regarding the identity of the form m d 
data regarding the position of the pen relative to the form :

indicating data u s ing at loaat oomo of tho coded dat e; and 

identifying, in the computer system and from the indicating data, at least one 
parameter relating to the purchasing transaction, 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 in which said at least one parameter 
relating to the purchasing transaction is associated with at least one zone of the form and in 
which the method includes identifying, in the computer system and from the zone relative to 
which the sensing de^do e p enis located, said at least one parameter. 

3 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 2 which includes: 

receiving, in the computer system, data regarding movement of the tionoing devic e 
pen relative to the form, the sensing d e vic e sensing its movement relative to the form using 
at least some of the coded data; and 

identifying, in the computer system and from said movement being at least 
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partially within said at least one zone, said at least one parameter of the purchasing 
transaction. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method of enabling purchasing via an interactive form, the 
method including the steps of: 

downloading and p rinting a form using a networked computer system, the form 
containing information relating to a piirchasing transaction, the form including coded data 
indicative of at least one parameter of the purchasing transaction and of a plurality of 
mailed locations on the form, the identity of the form and a m^ of the locations being 
stefed -recorded in the computer system; 

a purchaser interacting with the form^ via a aeniiing d e vio e using an opticuUv 
imaging pen, to initiate the purchasing transaction, said interaction comprising moving the 
pen relative to the form and the pen generating indicating data using the coded data, said 
indicating data comprising data regarding the identity of the form, data regarding the 
position of the pen relative to the form and data regarding movement of the pen relative to 
the form : 

receiving, in the computer system, the indicating data from a acnaiDg dovioo the pen 
rogording aoid at least one paramet e r, data r e garding a po s ition of the acjnsing dovioo relativ e 
to the form and data r e garding mov e m e nt of the se nsing dovioo relative to the form, th -e 
sonaing dovioc, when moved rolativo to the form, genemting th e data regarding said at loaot 
one parameter using at loaat flomo of tho ooded data> generating th e data - regarding ito own 
movement relativ e to the form and generating tho data regarding its position rolativo to the 
form uaing at least some of tho coded data ; and 

interpreting, in the computer system, said movement of the se n s ing d e vie epen as it 
relates to said at least one parameter. 

5. (Currently Amended) A method of enabling purchasing via an interactive form, the 
method including the steps of: 

downloading and printing a form using a networked computer system, the form 
containing information relating to a purchasing transaction, the form including coded data 
indicative of an identity of the form and of a plurality of mapped locations on the form, the 
identity of the form and a map of the locations being stored in the computer system; 

a purchaser interacting with the form, via a gonging devioe usin g an ontica llv 
imagine pen, to initiate the purchasing transaction, said interaction comprising placing the 
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pen in an operative position relative to the form and the pen generating indicating data using 
the coded data, said indicating data comprising data regarding the identitv of the form, dat^ 
regarding the position of the pen relative to the form: 

receiving, in the computer system, the indicating data fee mand data a oonsing 
dovioo r egarding an identity of the potential p urchaser, data regarding tho idontity of tho 
form and data regarding a position of the sensing device rolativo to tho form, t he s ens tog 
devieepen containing the data regarding the identity of the ^se rpurchase r . gonorating tho data 
regarding the identity of the form and generating tho data regarding tho position of tho 
se n s ing devic e r o lativo to tho form using at least somo of tho oodod data ; and 

identifying, in the computer system and fro m using the indicating data and the data 
regarding the identity of the potential purchase r and tho idontity of the form , a— the 
purchasing transaction. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 5 in which the coded data is also 
indicative of at least one parameter of the purchasing transaction, and the method includes 
receiving, in the computer system, indicating data from the aonaing dovico pen regarding said 
at least one parameter of the purchasing transaction, the sensing dcvico pen sensing the 
indicating data using at least some of the coded data. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6 which includes receiving, in the 
computer system, data from the sonsing dovioo pen regarding movement of the ge nsmg 
devieepen relative to the form, the Qonsing dovicc pen generating data regarding its own 
movement relative to the form. 

8. (Original) The method of any one of claims 2, 4 or 6 in which the parameter is an 
action parameter of the purchasing transaction, the method including effecting, in the 
computer system, an operation in respect of the action parameter. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8 in which the action parameter of the purchasing 
transaction is selected from the group comprising: 

requesting information relating to an item to be purchased, selecting an item to 
purchase, selecting the quantity of an item to be purchased, viewing a shopping cart and 
submitting a purchasing order. 
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10. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 3, 4 or 7 in which the 
parameter is an option parameter of the purchasing transaction, the method including 
identifying, in the computer system, that the potential purchaser has entered a hand-drawn 
mark by means of the s ensing d e vioe pen and effecting, in the computer system, an operation 
associated with the option parameter. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 10 in which the option parameter is associated with 
at least one of: 

a shipping address, a shipping method, a payment method and a card type. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 3, 4 or 7 in which the 
parameter is a text parameter of the purchasing transaction, the method includmg 
identifying, in the computer system, that the potential purchaser has entered handwritten text 
data by means of the scnoing devioog m and effecting, in the computer system, an operation 
associated with the text parameter. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12 which includes converting, in the computer 
system, the handwritten text data to computer text. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 13 in which the text parameter is associated with at 
least one of: 

a shipping address, a billing address, a payment method and a quantity of an item 
to be purchased. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 3, 4 or 7 in which the 
parameter is an authorization parameter of the purchasing transaction, the method including 
identifying, in the computer system, that the potential purchaser has entered a handwritten 
signature by means of the aenaing d e vio epen and effecting, in the computer system, an 
operation associated with the authorization parameter. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 15 which includes verifying, in the computer 
system, that the signature is that of the potential purchaser. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 16 in which the authorization parameter is

18. (Currently Amended) The method of any one of claims 3, 4 or 7 in which the 
parameter is a picture parameter of the purchasing transaction, the method including 
identifying, in the computer system, that the potential purchaser has entered a hand-drawn 
picture by means of the scynoing dovioc pen and effecting, in the computer system, an 
operation associated with the picture parameter. 

1 9. (Original) The method of any one of claims 1 , 4 or 5 in which: 

a portion of the coded data is superimposed with a visual graphic, the visual 
graphic relating to the parameter associated with the portion. 

20. (Original) The method of any one of claims 1, 4 or 5 in which the form contains 
information relating to at least one of: 

ein item to be purchased and order acceptance. 

21 . (Original) The method of claim 1 or 5 which includes printing the form on demand. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 21 which includes printing the form on a surface of 
a surface-defining means and, at the same time that the form is printed, printing the coded 
data on the surface. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 22 which includes printing the coded data to be 
substantially invisible in the visible spectrum. 

24. (Original) The method of any one of claim 1 or 5 which includes retaining a 
retrievable record of each form generated, the form being retrievable using its identity as 
contained in its coded data. 

25. (Original) The method of any one of claims 1, 4 or 5 which inclxides distribution a 
plurality of the forms using a mixture of multicast and pointcast communications protocols. 

26. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 or 4 in which the s e nsing d e vic epen 
contains an identification means which imparts a unique identity to the sen s ing dovioo pen 
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and identifies it as belonging to a particular potential purchaser and in which the method 
includes monitoring, in the computer system, said identity. 

27. (Qri^al) The method of any one of claims 1, 4 or 5 which includes providing all 
required information relating to the purchasing transaction in the form to eliminate the need 
for a separate display device. 

28. (Original) The method of any one of claims 1, 4 or 5 in which the form is printed 
on multiple pages and in which the method includes binding the pages. 

29. (Currently Amended) A system for enabling purchasing via an interactive form, che 
system including: 

a form containing information relating to a purchasing transaction, the forai 
including coded data indicative of an identity of the form and of a plurality of mai^»ed 
locations on the form; and 

a computer system for receiving indicating data fi'om a oensing d e vic ean optica llv 
imaging pen for identifying at least one parameter relating to the purchasing transaction, the 
indicating data being indicative of the identity of the form and a position of the s e n s ing 
devieepen relative to the form, the sensing dovioo pen generating the indicating data using at 
least some of the coded data. 

30. (Original) The system of claim 29 in which said at least one parameter relating to 
the purchasing transaction is associated with at least one zone of the form. 

31. (Currently Amended) The S5^tem of claim 29 which includes the aonaing 
de\4eepen, the sensing devioe p^ sensing its movement relative to the form using at least 
some of the coded data. 

32. (Currently Amended) A system for enabling purchasing via an interactive form, the 
system including 

a form containing information relating to a purchasing transaction, the fomi 
including coded data indicative of at least one parameter of the purchasing transaction and of 
a plurality of mapped locations on the form; and 

a computer system for receiving data from a aonaing dcvio o an optically imaging 
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pen regarding said at least one parameter, data regarding movement of the sonoing dovio o oen 
relative to the form, and data regarding a position of the oonoing dovio eeen relative to the 
form, and for interpreting said movement of the oonaing dovioo pen as it relates to sai<l at 
least one parameter, the gonsing dovioo pen, when moved relative to the form, generating the 
data regarding said at least one parameter using at least some of the coded data, generating 
the data regarding its own movement relative to the form and generating the data regarding 
its position relative to the form using at least some of the coded data. 

33. (CXirrently Amended) A system for enabling purchasing via an interactive form, the 
system including: 

a form including coded data indicative of an identity of the form and of a plurality 
of mapped locations on the form; and 

a computer system for receiving from q s e nsing dovioe an onticallv imaging nen 
data regarding an identity of the potential purchaser, data regarding the identity of the fctrm 
and data regarding a position of the sonoing doxdo c pen relative to the form, and for 
identifying, from said received data, a purchasing transaction, the oonoing dosioei jen 
containing the data regarding the identity of the potential purchaser, generating the data 
regarding the identity of the form and generating the data regarding the position of the 
acnsing devio e pen relative to the form using at least some of the coded data. 

34. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 33 in which the coded data is also 
indicative of at least one parameter of the purchasing transaction, the computer system 
receiving indicating data from the aenaing dovioo pen regarding said at least one parametei* of 
the purchasing transaction, and the acnaing dovicep en sensing the indicating data using at 
least some of the coded data. 

35- (Currently Amended) The system of claim 33 which includes the ge n s ing 
devieegen, the sensing devic epen sensing its movement relative to the form. 

36. (Original) The system of any one of claims 29, 32 or 34 in which said at least one 
parameter of the purchasing transaction is selected from the group comprising an action 
parameter of the purchasing transaction, an option parameter of the purchasing transaction, a 
text parameter of the purchasing transaction, an authorization parameter of the purchasing 
transaction, and a picture parameter of the purchasing transaction. 
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37. (Original) The system of claim 36 in which the action parameter of the purchasing 
transaction is selected from the group comprising: 

requesting data relating to an item to be purchased, selecting an item to purchase, 
selecting the quantity of an item to be purchased and submitting a purchasing order. 

38. (Original) The system of claim 36 in which the option parameter is associated with 
at least one of: 

a shipping address, a shipping method, a payment method and a card type. 

39. (Original) The system of claim 36 in which the text parameter is associated with at 
least one of: 

a shipping address, a billing address, a payment method and a quantity of an item 
to be purchased. 

40. (Original) The system of claim 36 in which the authorization parameter is 
associated with payment authorization. 

41 . (Original) The system of claim 36 in which the picture parameter is: 

a portion of the coded data is superimposed with a visual graphic, the visual 
graphic relating to the parameter associated with the portion, 

42. (Currently Amended) The system of any one of claims 31, 32 or 35 in which the 
sen s ing d e vic e nen includes a marking nib. 

43. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 31 or 32 in which the aonoing dodcc nm 
contains an identification means which imparts a unique identity to the gonoing dovioe |>CT 
and identifies it as belonging to a particular potential purchaser. 

44. (Original) The system of any one of claims 29, 32 or 33 in which the form is 
surface of a surface-defining means and in which the system includes a printer for printing 
the form on demand. 

45. (Original) The system of claim 44 in which the printer prints the coded data at the 
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same time as printing the form on the surface-defining means. 

46. (Original) The system of any one of claims 29, 32 or 33 in which the coded datii is 
substantially invisible in the visible spectrum, 

47. (Original) The system of claim 29 or 33 which includes a database for keeping a 
retrievable record of each form generated, each form being retrievable by using its identity 
as included in its coded data. 

48. (Original) The system of claim 44 in which, to cater for a form printed on multiple 
pages, the printer includes a binding mecins for binding the pages.
